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A Time To Appraise

Last week, Clifton Wliarton, president of Mich- 
igan State University was commencement speaker 
at Johns Hopkins University. Mr. Wharton called 
on U. S. decision makers to "revise outmoded pol- 
icies." He proposed "major clianges of attitudes and 
approach in all dimensions of American foreign pol- 
icy." Mr. Wharton's entire speech was devoted to 
American foreign policy. 


Mr. Wharton's qualifications as a foreign pol- 
icy expert are slim. He has a Master's degree from 
tlie School of Advanced International Studies. His 
other talents in this area are not apparent. 


Mr. Wharton seems to have the hang up that sev- 
eral college presidents have today and that is at- 
tempting to be authorities in areas in which they 
have little or no knowledge. H' Mr. Wharton could 
only inject IVis proposals for the U. S. to "revise 
outmoded policies" into the administration of ^lich- 
ifvan State University perhaps there would be less 
U^keover by the small radical element. Perhr.rs 
Michigan State University would be spared the em- 
barrassment of a "so-called People's Park." If only 
^Ir. Wharton would inject his proposal to the U. S. 
for "major changes of attitudes and approac'nes . . . " 
to his own administration, it is possible that the 
majority of students at MSU could get the educa- 
tion they are seeking. 


If only Mr. Wharton could have devoted his time 
and energy and talent in that commencement ad- 
dress to analyzing what is wrong with higher edu- 
cation today and in particular, the ills of MSU. 
;Ma\' we suggest that he devote his talents in the 
coming months to building a modern, dynamic ad- 
ministration to lead what was once a highly re- 
spected institution of higher learning, out of the 
confusion and disarray that it is now obviously ex- 
periencing. 


Our institutions of higher learning are still a 
ma.jor foundation to the democratic way of life. 
Tiiey need tlie leadership of men with moral cour- 
ai>e and stamina to call a halt to the activities of the 
few who deprive the majority of their rights to an 
education. 


The ranks of college presidents across tlie coun- 
try with those qualifications are few. In this state, 
our hats are off to John Jamrich at Northern Mich- 
igan University, Harold Sponberg at Eastern Mich- 
igan University, and Ray Smith at Michigan Tech- 
nological University.

By making and giving substi- 
tute genes, man may be able to 
make people smarter or taller. 
Scientists may be able to turn 
off the growth of cancer cells. 


A first simple life fornl that 
might be made in the test tube 
is a virus. 


Even this, however, could be 
dangerous. A man-made 
virus 
might be so unusual that noth- 
ing would exist to control it.

The Wisconsin synthesis of a 
gene is a major advance in a 
biological revolution tliat began 
in the 1940s with the discovery 
that growth and heredity

DNA, 
deoxyribonucleic 
acid. 


Genes are molecules of DNA. 
They thus harbor the master ge- 
netic information that is respon- 
sible formaking people, and all 
living things, what they are.

Last week, Clifton Wharton, president of Mich­ 
igan State University was commencement speaker 
at Johns Hopkins University. Mr. Wharton called 
on I 
S. decision makers to “revise outmoded pol­ 
icies.” Ile proposed “major changes of attitudes and 
approach in all dimensions of American foreign pol­ 
icy.” Mr. W harton’s entile speech was devoted to 
American foreign policy. 
Mr. Wharton’s qualifications as a foreign pol­ 
icy expert are slim, lie has a Master’s degree from 
the School of Advanced International Studies. His 
other talents in this area are not apparent. 
Mr. Wharton seems to have the hang up that sev­ 
eral college presidents have today and that is at­ 
tempting to he authorities in areas in which they 
have little or no knowledge, lf Mr. Wharton could 
only inject his proposals for the U. S. to “revise 
outmoded policies” into the administration of Mich­ 
igan State University perhaps there would be less 
takeover by the small radical element. Perk ars 
Michigan State University would be spared the em­ 
barrassment of a “so-called People’s Park.” If only 
Mr. Wharton would inject his proposal to the U. S. 
for “major changes of attitudes and approaches . . .” 
to his own administration, it is possible that the 
majority of students at MSU could get the educa­ 
tion they are seeking. 
If only Mr. Wharton could have devoted his time 
and energy and talent in that commencement ad­ 
dress to analyzing what is wrong with higher edu­ 
cation today and in particular, the ills of MSU. 
May we suggest that lie devote his talents in the 
coming months to building a modern, dynamic ad­ 
ministration to lead what was once a highly re­ 
spected institution of higher learning, out of the 
confusion and disarray that it is now obviously ex­ 
periencing. 
Our institutions of higher learning are still a 
major foundation to the democratic way of life. 
They need the leadership of men with moral cour­ 
age and stamina to call a halt to the activities of the 
few who deprive the majority of their rights to an 
education. 
The ranks of college presidents across the coun­ 
try with those qualifications are few. In this state, 
our hats are off to John Jamrich at Northern Mich­ 
igan University, Harold Sponberg at Eastern Mich­ 
igan University, and R ay Smith at Michigan Tech­ 
nological University.

The man who is known as “Mr. University 
of Miohigran" in the Upper Peninsula is an alum­ 
nus of Western Michigan University. When he 
decided to work on his master’s degree, he chose 
the University of Cliicago. But Charlie Folio 
has spent the past 23 years as the University of 
Michigan’s representative in the Upper Penin­ 
sula and earned his sobriquet as the result of a 
lot of diligent work on behalf of the university 
he never attended. 


On July 1, Mr. Folio will retire as assistant 
director of the U-M Extension Service, having 
attained 65 yeai’s of age. He has been the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan’s only official in the North­ 
ern Peninsula since 1947, when he opened the 
university’s extension office in his native Esca­ 
naba. That office has served in the intervening 
period as a center for university programs and 
services for all of the Peninsula.

Mr. Folio’s assignment largely w^as to bring 
the univem ty to the Upper Peninsula, and in 
this he succeeded exceptionally well. At the time 
the office was opened, no other institution in 
the Upper Peninsula was offering graduate work 
off the college campus. Mr. Folio’s office of­ 
fered graduate courses in education and allied 
subject, developed non-credit courses and lec­ 
ture series in a wide variety of subjects, ar­ 
ranged for concert series by members of the 
university faculty and developed programs aimed 
at solving some of the problems of the Upper 
Peninsula. 


In the course of all this, Mr. Folio drove 
thousands of miles every year and became one 
of the Upper Peninsula’s most familiar figures. 
He also found time to perform a gi’eat many 
volunteer duties th at were in the public interest 
but that had no connection with his work for 
the univei*sity. Space pei-mits only a few to be 
mentioned .

He served for many years on the Escanaba 
Library Board of Ti'ustees, the Civil Service 
Commission of Escanaba, the Escanaba Board of 
Education and the Bay de Noc Community Col­ 
lege Board of Trustees. He helped organize the 
Upper Peninsula Crafts Council. He has been 
an active member of the Upper Peninsula Edu­ 
cational Planning Council, the Human Resouixjes 
Committee of the Upper Peninsula Committee 
for Area Progi’ess, the Delta County Historical 
Society, the Historical Society of Michigan, the 
American Association for State and National 
History and a host of other professional groups. 


One of his biggest achievements w^as his 
election to the Michigan Constitutional Conven­ 
tion, sei*ving as an Upper Peninsula delegate to 
that body in 1961-62. 


Although he never attended the university 
he has represented with such distinction these 
many years, Mr. Folio can at least claim to being 
an honoi’ary alumnus of the University of Mich­ 
igan. That status was officially conferred upon 
him by the U-M Regents in 1960 in recognition 
of his work with the U-M Alumni Association. 


Even in retirement, Charlie Folio will still 
he know'n as “Mr. University of Michigan” by 
his many friends in the Upper Peninsula.

Hypocrisy On Left 


Let’s see now' if we’ve g o t everything 
straight. It's all right for the Soviet Union to 
send “advisers” in Egypt to fly missions against 
the Israelis, but it’s not all right for the United 
States to send troops into Cambodia to stop Com­ 
munist aggi’ession. 


The new left claims that the older genera­ 
tion is h>T)ocritical, which to some extent is 
true. The new left has used this as an excuse 
for excessive behavior w'hich has amounted to 
violent anarchy on a number of campuses In 
recent weeks. 


It is ironic, how^ever, that some of the heroes 
of the young protesters. Sen. J. William Ful- 
bright, for example, also are hypocritical. So, in 
fact, is the new left. 


Fulbright and his youthful colleagues are 
apoplectic over the American invasion of Cam­ 
bodia w^hich is a consequence of prior North 
Vietnamese escalation in that beleagured coun­ 
try. Yet they are indifferent, at best, over the 
fact th at Soviet pilots invade Israeli air space 
and Russian officers have taken over the Egyp­ 
tian aiTny.

The response of Fulhright and the new left 
Is not, upon study, difficult to fathom. Ful­ 
bright has seldom been able to admit that Com­ 
munism is any threat to the non-Communist 
world, in effect, he sees no enemies to the left. 


Fulbright does not wisli ill for the Israelis, 
to be sure. Apparently, however, lie would rath­ 
er risk the annihilation of the Jewish state than 
recognize the reality of Soviet aggression.

Senator Hiram Fong (R-Ha- 
waii) finds the performance of 
the extreme doves so complete­ 
ly mystifying that he is re­ 
duced to the most plaintive sort 
of questions. For years General 
Albert Wedemeyer, for instance, 
has been urging the “Asiatic- 
izing” of the Vietnamese War, 
even going so far as to suggest 
a Senator Goodell-lype termin­ 
al 
date 
for pulling 
all oup 
ground troops out of Southeast 
Asia, However, Wedemeyer has 
differed from Goodell on one 
thing: he would make U.S. 
withdrawal follow a timetable 
that permits Asians to take up 
the front-line slack in their 
own behalf. 


U.S. military diplomacy made 
a major move to satisfy the 
Wedemeyer requirements when 
it allowed four thousand ethnic 
Cambodian soldiei-s who had 
been serving with the South 
Vietnamese to return to their 
homeland to beef up the piti­ 
fully 
untrained 
Cambodian 
Army. Since soldiers must live, 
the U.S. has continued to pay 


the ethnic Cambodians. Such a 
policy of letting allies act to 
pull one’s chestnuts out of the 
fire has always been follow­ 
ed by prudent nations. During 
the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries the British referred to 
their money-support of foreign 
trops as “St. George’s cavalry.’* 
Senator George Aiken, a canny 
Vermont Yankee, ought to com­ 
prehend the common sense of 
“letting St. George do it.” And 
Senator 
Vance 
Hartke, 
an 
equally astute Indiana Hoosier, 
ought to grasp the f>oint even 
if it eludes Senator Fulbright, 
who often acts as if he had less 
sense of self-preservation than 
a lemming. 
1 know that Aiken and Hartk« 
are basically intelligent men. 
So what gives with them? To 
plagiarize 
from 
W i n s t o n 
Churchill, it is a riddle wrapped 
inside an enigma. 


We return to Senator Fong’s 
plaintive questions. Fong does 
not want to see the U.S. bogged 
down after the monsoon season 
in Cambodia any more than Ai­ 
ken or Hartke or, for that mat­ 
ter, Senator Frank Church or 
Senator John Sherman Cooper. 
But he beseeclies the doves to 
tell him why it is a good thing 
“to deny assistance to Cambodia 
even if Cambodia is helping our 
troops.” 


“Suppose,” says Fong, “Cam­ 
bodia forces were striking an

U.S. forces in Vietnam. Does 
the Senate . . . want to pro­ 
hibit . . . any other person from 
helping Cambodian forces try­ 
ing to prevent the enemy from 
killing American troops? It is 
a good thing for the American 
people that France did not have 
a similar prohibition against as­ 
sistance to our American Revo­ 
lutionary forces under General 
George Washington.”

Vietnamese and Viet Cong sold- 
ieiis in Cambodia. At least eight 
thousand more must have been 
w*ounded. Even allowing for 
some replacements, this means 
that a third of the forty North 
Vietnamese - Viet Cong fight­ 
ing force in Cambodia has been 
put out of action. And the re­ 
mainder has been deprived of 
food sufficient to feed thirty 
battalions for six months.

Certainly it become clear to

The only uncertainty is 
whether West has five trumps 
headed by the K-Q-10, or only 
four of them. 


Declarer should assume that 
If West lacks the ace of clubs 
he must have all five trumps; 
otherwise, 
his double would 
make no sense. If West has on­ 
ly four trumps, he is bound to 
have the ace of clubs as part 
of his double. 


Since South’s method of play 
depends on whether West has 
four or five trumps, he should 
shape his plans to try to dis­ 
cover the actual situation. Ac­ 
cordingly, he cashes the A-K-Q 
of hearts, discarding a club, and 
leads the king of clubs from 
dummy, not a low one. 


When East covers with the 
act, South knows he is fighting 
a 5-0 trump division.

LANSING (AP) — Michigan’s 
PuhTJic Health Department ha* 
been asked to take immecMate 
action to improve housing con- 
djitions for migrants amd prose­ 
cute growei^ who fail to abid« 
by labor camp rules, 


A petition was filed with tha 
department by lawyers for Unit­ 
ed Migrants for Opportunity, 
Inc., described as “a federally 
funded gi-oup working with mi­ 
grants.” 


“As presently emiorced, the 
law does not protect the work­ 
ers because it does not die ter the 
offenders,” said the petition. “It 
does not deter them, because 
there is no conduct of theiirs 
that, by definition, caimot be ig- 
noretd or privatdy negotiated by 
tfhe authorities'.” 


A statement from the group 
said the peitition “claims tll^ie de- 
pa rtmcmt customariily compro­ 
mises the charges it makes and 
rarely invokes the penal and 
adniim‘strative sanctions provid­ 
ed by Jaw.” 


The petition said the de/part- 
ment failed to enforce stand­ 
ards, and produced a report 
saying that 68 per cent of the 
children over sdx in migrant 
housing slept in the same ixiom 
as their parents, 34 per cent of 
the housing units had wet floors, 
29 per cent leaking roofs and 
2.') per cent leakim? floors. 


The group asked speoifdcally 
that the department:

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Mr. U.ofM . Folio 
The man who is known as “Mr. University 
of Michigan” in the Upper Peninsula is an alum­ 
nus of Western Michigan University. W hen he 
decided to work on his master’s degree, he chose 
the University of Chicago. But Charlie Folio 
has spent the past 23 years as the University of 
Michigan’s representative in the Upper Penin­ 
sula and earned his sobriquet as the result of a 
lot of diligent work on behalf of the university 
he never attended. 
On July I, Mr. Folio will retire as assistant 
director of the U-M Extension Service, having 
attained 65 years of age. He has been the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan’s only official in the North­ 
ern Peninsula since 1917, when he opened the 
university’s extension office in his native Esca­ 
naba. That office has served in the intervening 
period as a center for university programs and 
services for all of the Peninsula. 
★

★ 
Mr. Folio's assignment largely was to bring 
the university to the Upper Peninsula, and in 
this he succeeded exceptionally well. At the time 
the office was opened, no other institution rn 
the Upper Peninsula was offering graduate work 
off the college campus. Mr. Folio’s office of­ 
fered graduate courses in education and allied 
subject, developed non-credit courses and lec­ 
ture series in a wide variety of subjects, ar­ 
ranged for concert series by members of the 
university faculty and developed programs aimed 
at solving some of the problems of the Upper 
Peninsula. 
Tn the course of all this, Mr. Folio drove 
thousands of miles every year and became one 
of the Upper Peninsula’s most familiar figures. 
He also found time to perform a great many 
volunteer duties that were in the public interest 
but that had no connection with his work for 
the university. Space permits only a few to be 
mentioned .

He served for many years on the Escanaba 
Library Board of Trustees, the Civil Service 
Commission of Escanaba, the Escanaba Board of 
Education and the Bay de Noc Community Col­ 
lege Board of Trustees. Ile helped organize the 
Upper Peninsula Crafts Council. He has been 
an active member of the Upper Peninsula Edu­ 
cational Planning Council, the Human Resolutes 
Committee of the Upper Peninsula Committee 
for Area Progress, the Delta County Historical 
Society, the Historical Society of Michigan, the 
American Association for State and National 
History and a host of other professional groups. 
One of his biggest achievements was his 
election to the Michigan Constitutional Conven­ 
tion, serving as an Upper Peninsula delegate to 
that body in 1961-62. 
Although he never attended the university 
he has represented with such distinction these 
many years, Mr. Folio can at least claim to l>eing 
an honorary alumnus of the University of Mich­ 
igan. That status was officially conferred upon 
him by the U-M Regents in 1960 in recognition 
of his work with the U-M Alumni Association. 
Even in retirement. Charlie Folio will still 
be known as “Mr. University of Michigan” by 
his many friends in the Upper Peninsula.

Hypocrisy On Left 


I>et’s see now if we’ve g o t everything 
straight. Ifs all right for the Soviet Union to 
send “advisers” in Egypt to fly missions against 
the Israelis, but it’s not all right for the United 
States to send troops into Cambodia to stop Com­ 
munist aggression. 
The new left claims that the older genera­ 
tion is hypocritical, which to some extent is 
true. The new’ left has used this as an excuse 
for excessive behavior which has amounted to 
violent anarchy on a number of campuses in 
recent weeks. 
It is ironic, however, that some of the heroes 
of the young protesters, Sen. J. William Ful- 
bright, for example, also are hypocritical. So, in 
fact, is the new left. 
Fulbright and his youthful colleagues are 
apoplectic over the American invasion of Cam­ 
bodia which is a consequence of prior North 
Vietnamese escalation in that beleagured coun­ 
try. Yet they are indifferent, at best, over the 
fact that Soviet pilots invade Israeli air space 
and Russian officers have taken over the Egyp­ 
tian army.

The resnonse of Fulbright and the new left 
Is not, upon study, difficult to fathom. Ful­ 
bright has seldom been able to admit that Com­ 
munism is any threat to the non-Communist 
world. In effect, he sees no enemies to the left. 
Fulbright does not w ish ill for the Israelis, 
to he sure. Apparently, however, he would rath­ 
er risk the annihilation of the Jewish state than 
recognize the reality of Soviet aggression. 
If he admitted the fact in the Mideast, it 
might accur to him that Communism as also 
on the march in Southeast Asia. 
As for the new left, part of its attitude is

Since soldiers must live, 
the U.S. has continued to pay 


the ethnic Cambodians. Such a 
policy of letting allies act to 
pull one’s chestnuts out of the 
fire has always been follow­ 
ed by prudent nations. During 
the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries the British referred to 
their m onev-support of foreign 
trops as “St. George's cavalry.” 
Senator George Aiken, a canny 
Vermont Yankee, ought to com­ 
prehend the common sense of 
“letting St. George do it.”

equally astute Indiana Hoosier, 
ought to grasp the point even 
if it eludes Senator Fulbright, 
who often acts as if he had lecs 
sense of self-preservation than 
a lemming.

LANSING (AP* — Michigan’s 
Pub1 ic Health D epartm ent has 
been asked to take im m ediate 
action to im prove housing o.>n- 
ditions for m igrants and prose­ 
cute growers who fail to abide 
by labor cam p rules. 
A petition was filed with the 
departm ent by lawyers for Unit­ 
ed 
M igrants for 
Opportunity, 
Inc., described as “ a federally 
funded group working with mi­ 
grants.” 
‘‘As presently enforced, 
the 
law does not protect the work­ 
ers because it does not deter the 
offenders,” said the petition. “ It 
does not deter them , because 
there is no conduct of the:is 
that, by definition, cannot be ig­ 
nored or privately negotiated by 
the authorities1.” 
A statem ent from the group 
said the petition ‘‘claim s the de­ 
partm ent 
custom arily compro­ 
mises the charges it makes and 
rarely invokes the penal and 
adm inistrative sanctions provid­ 
ed by law.” 
The petition said the depart­ 
m ent failed to enforce stand­ 
ards, and 
produced 
a 
repent 
saying that 68 per cent of the 
children over 
six in m igrant 
housing slept in the same room 
as their parents, 34 per cent of 
the housing units had wet floors, 
29 oer cent leaking roofs and 
25 per cent leak mg floors. 
The group asked specifically 
that the departm ent: 
—Fix standards for presea­ 
son denial of cam p licenses and 
for midseason suspension and 
revocation of licenses. 
—Provide at least one mid­ 
season inspection of every li­ 
censed camp. 
—Publish

in 
both English and 
and Spanish. 
—Hold periodic public hear­ 
ings on housing conditions.

LANSING — «^Michigan com­ 
munity colleges do not intend 
to observe holidays from class­ 
es for extraneous purposes and 
demonstrations,” jaid George E. 
Potter, of Jackson, newly-elect­ 
ed president of the Michigan 
Community College Association. 


Potter and Dr. Richard Rine­ 
hart, of Bay de Noc Communi­ 
ty College, who participated in 
the 
action, 
said 
association 
members feel that their “mis­ 
sion requires them to adhere to 
the established academic pro­ 
gram,” and to avoid encourag­ 
ing *‘any other disruptions in 
their essential educational ac­ 
tivities.” 


Quoting from a policy state­ 
ment just adopted by Associa­ 
tion members, they said: 


“Our public community col­ 
leges have an obligation to pro­ 
vide the most effective possible 
educational programs 
to 
the 
people of Michigan. This obli­ 
gation requires that these col­ 
leges offer the educational pro­ 
grams which are scheduled by 
them in an atmosphere that is 
most conducive 
to 
learning. 
Students who come to these col­ 
leges seeldng academic 
and 
technical knowledge have ev­ 
ery right to expect that the ac­ 
ademic programs will be con­ 
ducted as scheduled.” 


The statement said officials of 
Michigan community colleges 
individually niay entertain “a 
variety of views regarding na­ 
tional and local issues. As re­ 
sponsible college administrators 
and 
trustees, they affirm the 
primacy of the educational pro­ 
grams of their institutions.’*

Reds Owner To 
Testify In Suit 


NEW YORK CAP) — The de­ 
fense in the Curt Flood case was 
expected today to put on the 
stand Cincinnati owner Francis 
Dale, one of a steady stream of 
baseball officials testifying that 
the sport cannot exist without 
the controversial reserve sys­ 
tem. 


Mark Hughes, chief counsel 
for baseball’s defendants, esti­ 
mated it would be the end of the 
week or the first part of next 
week before the defense had ex­ 
hausted its list of witnesses. 


Also scheduled to testify today 
was John Gaherin. chief labor 
negotiator for the ownei’s. 


In testimony Tuesday duiing 
the case in which Flood is chal­ 
lenging baseball’s reserve sys­ 
tem, the defendants called Bing 
Devine, general manager of the 
St. 
Louis 
Cardinals. 
Devine 
traded Flood to Philadelphia in 
the ti’ansaction that provoked 
the suit. Also called were NBC 
broadcaster Joe Garagiola and 
Joe Cronin, president of the 


American League. 


Devine said it was his opinion 
that “trading contracts of play­ 
ers plays a comparable roll to 
player development” in building 
a team. He revealed that the 
Cardinals had spent SI.75 mil­ 
lion for player development and 
acqui.<^ition last year. 


Devine also revealed, under 
cross-examination, that he had 
exercised the option renewal 
clause in the player's contract 
when slugger Richie Allen and 
pitcher Steve Carlton became 
holdouts with the Cards earlier 
in the spring. 


Under the clause a player is 
automatically re*signed. One of 
the keys to Flood’s suit is the 
contention that when a player is 
traded without his permission 
his rights are violated. 


Flood also is contending that 
the option renewal clause en­ 
ables the sport to operate in re­ 
straint of

framework of the reserve sys­ 
tem.

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Mr. U.o fM. Folio 
The man who is known as “Mr. t/niversity 
of Michigan” in the Upper Peninsula is an alnni- 
niis of Western Michigan University . W hen he 
decided to work on his master’s degree, he chose 
the University of Chicago. Hut Charlie Folio 
has spent the past 28 y ears as the Universitv of 
^lichigan’s representative in the Upper Penin­ 
sula and earned his sob riquet as the result of a 
lot of diligent work on b ehalf of the university 
he never attended. 
On July 1, ^Ir. Folio will retire as assistant 
director of the U-M Extension Service, having 
attained fio y ears of age. lie has b een the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan’s only official in the North- 
em Peninsula since 1017. when he opened the 
university 's extension office in his native Esca­ 
nab a. That office has served in the intervening 
period as a center for university programs and 
services for all of the Peninsula.

★ 
Mr. Folio’s assignment largely was to l)ring 
the university to the Upper Peninsula, and in 
this he succeeded exceptionally well. At the time 
the office was opened, no other institution m 
the Upper Peninsula was offering graduate work 
off the college campus. IVIr. Folio’s office of­ 
fered graduate courses in education and allied 
sub ject, developed non-credit courses and lec­ 
ture series in a wide vaiiety of sub jects, ar­ 
ranged for concert series b y meml)ers of the 
university faculty and developed programs aimed 
at solving some of the prob lems of the Upper 
Peninsula. 
In the course of all this, ^Ir. Folio drove 
thousands of miles every y ear and b ecame one 
of the Upper Peninsula’s most familiar figures. 
He also found time to perform a great many 
volunteer duties that were in the pub lic interest 
b ut that had no connection with his work for 
the university . Space permits only a few to b e 
mentioned .

He serv ed for many y ears on the Flscanab a 
Lib rary Board of Trustees, the Civil Service 
Commission of Escanab a. the Escanab a Board of 
Education and the Bay de Noc Community Col­ 
lege Board of Trustees. Tie helped organize the 
Upper Peninsula Crafts Council. TTe has b een 
an active memb er of the Upper Peninsula Edu­ 
cational Planning Council, the Human Resoui-ces 
Committee of the Upper Peninsula Committee 
for Area Progress, the Delta County Historical 
Society , the TTistorical Society of ^Michigan, the 
American Association for State and National 
History and a host of other pi'ofessional groups. 
One of his b iggest achievements was his 
election to the IMichigan Constitutional Conven­ 
tion, serving as an Upper Peninsula delegate to 
that Iwdy in 1961-62. 
Although he never attended the university 
he has represented with such distinction these 
many y ears, Mr. Folio can at least claim to l>eing 
an honorary alumnus of the University of IMich- 
igan. That status was officially conferred upon 
him b y the U-:M Regents in 1960 in recognition 
of his work with the U-M Alumni Association. 
Even in retirement. Charlie Folio will still 
b e known as “Mr. University of Michigan” b y 
his many friends in the Upper Peninsula.

Hyp o crisy On Left 


T^t’s see now if we’ve go t every tliing 
straight. It’s all right for the Soviet Union to 
send “advisers” in Egy pt to fly missions against 
the Israelis, b ut it’s not all right for the United 
States to send troops into Camb odia to stop Com­ 
munist aggression. 
The new left claims that the older genera­ 
tion is hy pocritical, which to some extent is 
true. The new left has used this as an excuse 
for excessive b ehavior which has amounted to 
violent anarchy on a numb er of campuses in 
recent weeks. 
Tt is ironic, however, that some of the heroes 
of the y oung pi'otestei's, Sen. J . William Ful- 
b right, for example, also are hy pocritical. So, in 
fact, is the new left. 
Fulb rigb t and his y outhful colleagues are 
apoplectic over the American invasion of Cam­ 
b odia which is a consequence of prior North 
Vietnamese escalation in that b eleagured coun­ 
try . Yet they are indifferent, at b est, over the 
fact that Soviet pilots invade Israeli air space 
and Russian officers have taken over the Egy p­ 
tian army .

The response of Fulhright and the new left 
Is not, upon study , difficult to fathom. Ful- 
b right has seldom b een ab le to admit that Com­ 
munism is any threat to the non-Comnninist 
world. In effect, he sees no enemies to the left. 
Fulb rigb t does not wish ill for the Israelis, 
to b e sure. Apparently , however, he would rath­ 
er risk the annihilation of the Jewish state than 
recognize the i’eality of Soviet aggression. 
If he admitted the fact in the Mideast, it 
might accur to him that Communism as also 
on the march in Southeast Asia, 
As for the new left, part of its attitude is 
a result of the increasing anti-Semitism in its 
movement .A numb er of new left organizations 
and pub lications dominated b y Communist sy m­ 
pathizers, have taken a pro-Arab stance which 
means they support Nasser’s policy of Jewish 
genocide, sub sidized b y Soviet money and men. 
The new left charge of hy pocris\’ is merely 
a technique to paral\ ze AT"'"*’can foi*eign policy 
in the face of a dy namic and dangeious total- 
arian enemy .

Asia. However, Wedemey er has 
differed from Goodell on one 
thing:

U.S. military diplomacy made 
R major move to .« ati.sfy the 
Wedemey er requirements when 
it allowed four thousand ethnic 
Camb odian soldiere who had 
b een serving with the South 
Vietnamese to return to their 
homeland to b eef up the piti­ 
fully 
untrained 
Camb odian 
Army . Since soldiers must live, 
the U.S. has continued to pay 


the ethnic Camb odians. Such a 
policy of letting allies act to 
pull one’s chestnuts out of the 
fire has alway s b een follow­ 
ed b y prudent nations. During 
the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries the British referred to 
their money -support of foreign 
trops as “St. George's cavalry .” 
Senator George Aiken, a canny 
Vermont Yankee, ought to com­ 
prehend the common sense of 
“letting St. George do it.” And 
Senator 
Vance 
Hartke, 
an 
equally astute Indiana Hoosier, 
ought to grasp the point even 
if it eludes Senator Fulb rigb t, 
who often acts as if he had less 
sense of self-preservation than 
a lemming. 
I know that Aiken and H artke 
are b asically intelligent men. 
So what gives with them? To 
plagiarize 
from 
W i n s t o n 
Churchill, it is a riddle wrapped 
inside an enigma. 
We return to Senator Fong’s 
plaintive questions. Fong does 
not want to see the U.S. b ogged 
down after the monsoon season 
in Camb odia any more than Ai­ 
ken or Hartke or, for that m at­ 
ter, Senator Frank Church or 
Senator John Sherman Cooper. 
But he b eseeches the doves to 
tell him why it is a good thing 
“to deny assistance to Camb odia 
even if Camb odia is helping our 
troops.”

Housing For 


State Migrants 


LANSING (AP) — Michigan’s 
Pub Mc Health Department has 
b een asked to take im in ed/i ale 
action to improve housing con- 
djitions for migrants and prose­ 
cute growers who fail to ab ide 
b y lab or camp rules. 
A petition was filed with the 
departm ent b y lawy ers for Unit­ 
ed 
Migrants for Opportuinity , 
Inc., de.scrib ed as “a federally 
funded group working with mi­ 
grants.” 
“As presently enforced, the 
law does not protect the work­ 
ers b ecause it dO'Cs not dieter the 
offenders,” said the petition. “It 
does not deter them, b ecause 
there is no conduct of thei.rs 
that. b >' definition, cannot b e ig­ 
nored or privately negotiated b y 
the authorities'.” 
A statem ent fi'om the group 
said the petition “claims ttie de­ 
partment customarily compro­ 
mises the charges it makes and 
rarely invokes the penal and 
adrriiind'strative sanctions provid­ 
ed b y Jaw.” 
The petition said the depart­ 
m ent failed to enforce stand­ 
ards, and produced a 
report 
say ing that 68 per cent of the 
children over six in m igrant 
housing slept in the same room 
as their parents, 34 per cent of 
the housing units had wet floors, 
29 per cent leaking roofs and 
2.5 per cent leaking floors. 
The group asked specifically 
that the department: 
—Fix standards for presea- 
son denial of camp licenses and 
for midseason suspensió n and 
revocation of licenses. 
—Provide at leasit one mid­ 
season inspeeticxn of every li­ 
censed camp. 
—Pub lish 
eomiplaint
